The consumption of rubber has la 


creased so enormously in recent years 
that it has t*>eu difficult at times to se- 
cure a sufficient supply. The question 
of rubber production is ot Special inter- 
est in the United States becan.se it is 
the largest consumer. 
Great Britain 


Is second, and all other markets - for 
crude rubber fall far behind these twc 
centers of consumption, though France 
and Germany buy large quantities. Our 
own vast rubber Interests are :partlcu- 
larly concerned In the development and 
protection of rubber growing In Brazil 
because that country contributes, ei- 
ther directly or through the European 
market, nearly four-fifths of our sup- 
ply, says the New Sork Sun. All other 
American producers send us compara- 
tively little rubber, and the African 
product as yet scarcely figures In our 
market. 


The Belgians are straining every 


nerve to make the Kongo product con- 
spicuous. They are meeting with con- 
siderable success, and the present pros- 
pect is that the Kongo will some day 
be Brazil's nearest competitor in rub- 
ber production. 
But Kongo rubber 


brings a smaller price than Para rub- 
ber. 
The Belgians themselves admit 


its Inferiority, though they assert tbat 
this is due wholly to better methods of 
coagulation" In Brazil and that Kongo 
rubber will be fully equal to the Para 
product as soon as they can introduce 
these methods. However this may be. 
It is certain that Brazil will long coo- 
inue to dwarf all other sources of oar 
supply. 


The Bulletin de la Soclete d'Etudes 


Golonialcs for November publishes the 
results of an official inquiry made un- 
der the direction of the'Belgian mln- 
stry of foreign affairs a» to the offi- 
cial measures taken in Brazil to foster 
ts great rubber Industry. It was found 
that the general government of the re- 
mblle has passed no laws relating to 
he industry. It is not regulated at all 
except so far as the legislatures of the 
several states have adopted measures. 
Seventeen of the 20 states produce 
rubber, the climate being unfavorable 
o rubber culture - only In the three 
southern states ot Rio Grande do Snl, 
Santa Catharina and Parana. _Most 
of the .small Atlantic coast states -In 
the rubber zone, though producing 
more or less caoutchouc, have made 
no attempt as yet to conserve their 
rubber resources or to encourage or 
regulate its production. 
These states 


nclude Rio de Janeiro. Minas Geraes, 
ispirito Santo. Parahyba, Bio .Grande 
do Norte, Sergipe and Ceara. Most of 
he -rubber states make the product 
contribute to the finances by Imposing 
a tax on rubber exports, but the states 
above mentioned have not given even 
his attention to the industry, except i 
Minas Geraes, which -collects an ex- 
tort duty of 4: per cent ad valorem, 
n these seven states the first comer1 
may harvest the crop wherever he may ' 
find it on the public domain.

hat Is still unexplored. Amazons* and 
Sahal are not yet offering special In- 
lucements for rubber planting, but the 
land laws adopted by these states la 
1807 facilitate private ownership la 
rubber forests, and this Is a lone step 
toward etrtabthablaf th* Industry oo a 
atabto basts.

Havana, Jan. 3.— Two promulgation* 


of the future relations between Cuba 
and the United States are being con- 
sidered by the constitutional conven- 
tion now in session here. 


One of these, the one likely to carry, 


affirms, in the first place, aa accept- 
ance 'of the Monroe doctrine and the 
establishment , of 
friendly .relations 


with all nations, together with a reso- 
lution to proceed iu all cases In com- 
plete accord with the United States. 
In the second place, it proposes .to put 
at the disposal c£ the United States a 
portion of the sihore of any bay on the 
north coast and ot two bays on the 
south coast for uaval stations, together 
with concessions sufficient In extent 
for the purposes of defense and sani- 
tation. In. thy third place, it declares 
that Cuba will place herself on a war 
footing to help the United States in 
case such assistance should be needed. 


The other promulgation is a counter- 


check to this. It declares that the con- 
vention, not having legislative func- 
tions, can not arrange. the basis of fu- 
ture relations, and that "its energies 
should be expended mainly to coisol- 
idate the country for reconstruction 
and toward, supporting the avowed 
policy of 'the United: States.
